You can do it if you need your daily 
morning cup of coffee— but only if 
you order ahead and pay using the Starbucks 
app on your phone. 

Starbucks on Tuesday is expanding its mo- 
bile order and pay feature on its app to about 
350 company-owned stores in the Chicago 
area as well as making it available nationwide 
including in major cities such as New Y)rk, San 
Francisco, Boston and Washington, D.C. Now 
more than 7,400 company-owned stores in the 
U.S. will offer coffee lovers the option of order- 
ing ahead and skipping the line at the register. 

“It’s most relevant for customers in the 
morning when there’s a long line,” said Dan Be- 
ranek, Starbucks’ director of digital ventures. 

Customers crunched for time can place 
their orders and pay for them through the app 


before they walk through the door. They’ll be 
able to see how long it’ll take for their order to 
be ready at their selected store. 

If the wait period shown on the app is five 
minutes, for example, it’s best to place the or- 
der when you’re five minutes away from pick- 
up so you can walk in, grab it to go and walk 
out. Once the order button is hit on the app, 
the order gets sent to the store immediately 
so the barista can get started on it. 

The app doesn’t allow the customer to 
schedule a time to pick up the order. Also, no 
alert pops up notifying the customer the or- 
der is ready 

Starbucks is joining the list of other fast- 
food restaurants offering similar features on 
their mobile apps, including Taco Bell, Panera 
Bread and Chipotle. The Starbucks feature 
first launched in Portland, Ore., in Decem- 
ber 2014; rolled out to Oregon, Washington, 


Idaho and Alaska in the Pacific Northwest in 
March; expanded to 17 more states in June and 
now is offered across the rest of the country 

To use the function on the Apple or An- 
droid systems, allow location services for the 
app so GPS can find the nearest Starbucks. 
Click on the order option to customize your 
beverage and select a store to pick up the or- 
der. Tap “order” on the app and pay using your 
registered Starbucks card. 

At the store, a sticker listing the customer’s 
name and order gets printed and slapped on 
the coffee cup. The customer can walk in, 
bypass the line at the register and go to the 
counter, where a barista will call out the mo- 
bile order and hand it to the customer. There’s 
no separate pickup counter for mobile orders. 

Aside from helping customers spend less 
time at the register and eliminating the wait 
in line, the mobile ordering feature can help 


ensure order accuracy and give the barista 
more time to make the drink before the cus- 
tomer gets there, Beranek said. 

In general, features like order and pay on apps 
could affect the number of employees needed 
to work the register and take orders, said Jackie 
Dulen Rodriguez, senior manager at Technom- 
ic, Chicago-based food service consultant. “But 
many restaurants are counting on increased ef- 
ficiency and being able to serve more custom- 
ers during a lunch rush, for example,” she said. 
“If that happens, some of the jobs lost to tech 
devices might be added to preparing food for 
these additional orders.” 

It’s too early to tell if the feature ultimately 
will impact staffing levels, Beranek said. Star- 
bucks is watching it closely but they’re not 
making any changes for now on how stores are 
staffed in response to the mobile option, he said.

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WHICH FAN 
ARE YOU? 

CUBS DIE-HARDS HAVE FAITH- 
IT JUST DEPENDS HOW MUCH

A s October approaches, this season’s 
competitive Cubs are creating buzz 
throughout Chicago. And fan ex- 
pectations are all over the map. 

There’s the uber-positive, this-could-be- 
our-year crowd (who think that every year). 

The pessimistic, I’m-not-going-to-get-my- 
hopes-up crew 

And the Goldilocks group— the positive- 
yet-realistic thinkers who enjoy each minute 
of the season minus the pressure to win. 

After all, the Cubs haven’t won the World 
Series in more than a century, but fans still 
wake up, put on their team apparel and pas- 
sionately, patiently root for them anyway 
Superconfident Cubs fan Stacey Crawford, 
31, finds herself in the first group “every year.” 

Last week she sat with her husband, Bry- 
ant Crawford, who said that before the two 
wed, “I was told I had to be a Cubs fan.” With 
friends, the couple watched the first of two 
Pirates games early that afternoon at the 
Cubby Bear. Stacey was all smiles. 

“I’m really optimistic,” she said of the re- 
maining season. 

In full disclosure, she’s thought the same 
thing for nearly 30 seasons. “I have more con- 
fidence than I should,” she said. 

One of her friends, Pete Gordon, lifted his 
right calf, where a Cubs logo has been tat- 
tooed since 2003, the last time he was sure the 
team would be champions. 

“I’m waiting to add to it as soon as they win 
the World Series,” the 43-year-old said. He 
echoed Crawford: “I’m always optimistic.” 

Stephen Schueller, a clinical psychologist 
who teaches at Northwestern University 
said optimism is a good thing. But too much 
of it could mean you’re out of touch. If a loss 
sneaks up on you, it could be catastrophic. 

“This upper 5-10 percent of {overly posi- 
tive] people tend to be more depressed,” he 
said. “It helps to be realistic.” 

Schueller was clear though. Realism does 
not mean pessimism, where the second group 
sits. These are the head-shakers and the nay- 
sayers who love their team but hate heart- 
break, so they avoid optimism altogether. 

“This is a psychological coping mechanism 
a lot of people use,” he said. 

It’s how 41-year-old fan Sarah Marren is 


getting through this season. She loves the 
Cubs to her core. She’s raising her 3-year-old 
son, Timmy, to love them too. But looking 
ahead this fall, she’s covering her eyes. 

“If I think about it deep down inside I get 
excited, and then I catch myself,” Marren 
said. “I’ve been through this before and I can- 
not let myself get there. It’s not worth it.” 

Make no mistake, though, she said: She 
wants them to win. It’s that deep emotional 
investment that prevents her from getting 
too excited until the end. 

So what do experts say about shielding 
yourself from premature celebration? Does it 
work? 

“Research shows that’s not the case,” 
Schueller said. 

Sitting out on the climb for fear of the fall 
cheats these pessimistic fans of the fun mo- 
ments— good games, stellar plays, even gaffes 
like streakers and fan-caught foul balls worth 
laughing about later. 

“By having lower expectations, we’re los- 
ing out on the opportunity to feel good about 
what’s going on now,” Schueller said. 

And what’s going on now is great, said Lori 
Franklin, 51, of Wheaton. She sat in the Cubby 
Bear last week with her husband. Bob. Togeth- 
er they fit into the third group. They’re both 
positive fans but are cautious because so far 
this season they’ve had some back and forth. 

Earlier this year she said to him: “Next year 
definitely” 

“No! This year,” he said at the time. 

“He always says, ‘Have faith, have faith,’ ” 
she said. “Now the way I see them play I think 
definitely this year.” 

But that afternoon, her husband also 
changed course. “I’m the other way around.” 

Together, they laughed. 

The Goldilocks group sitting on the middle 
of the seesaw are best positioned for personal 
happiness, Schueller said. That mindset al- 
lows you to experience the good and learn 
from the bad, because “if you’re really a Cubs 
fan, you should enjoy the ride while these 
things are happening.” 

The same goes for players, said Sara Bux- 
ton, with the Chicago Center for Behavioral 
Medicine and Sports Psychology No matter 
how much projected pressure a player is feel- 
ing from a fan base or teammates or coaches

To Lester’s credit, he has since collected 
two more hits, both against the Cardinals 
as his first was, and raised his career batting 
average to .032. 

Check Twitter right after a pitcher gets a 
hit and you’ll see scores of #PltchersWho 
Rake tweets.
